and made a prey to the devourin 14 Grade; and if 
Ingratitude for many Mercies, stupidity under 
many Warnings, if Reigning Impiety, and if 
Infidelity, ( beſi des other Sins, ) are capable of 
drawing down ſo great a Judgment upon us, fear 
upon exquiry we ſhall not be excuſed from it. 

Our Mercies 'have been many, and cxtranrdil 
nary ; and if we look back into the State of this 
Kingdom ſince the Reformation, we may well con- 
clude that ( fince the Covenant of Peculiarity 
with the Poſterity of Abraham has been diſſolv d) 
there has not, perhaps, been any People in the 
World, that have been more the Care and Con- 
cern of Heaven ; neither Foreign Invaſion, nor 
Domeſtick Broils, neither Publick Encroachments, 
nor private Conſpiracies, have hindred us from 
{being yet a Flouriſhing People; all the Attempts of 
' JFour Succeeding Neigns to enflave us to an Arbi- 

trary and Deſpotick Power, have been unfucceſsful ; 
and when they,with our Religion, was brought to 
the laſt gaſp, then was our Glorious Deliverance 
accompliſh'd; a Deliverance, the moreit is con- 
ſider d, the more will it Aſtoniſh; and which had 2 
more Benign AſpedF, the leſs it was to be aſcribed to an 
Arm of Fleſh. We are not only plac'd in a Rich and 
Fertile Land, abounding with all the neceſſities of 
Life, but our ſituation being like the Prince of Tyre, 
in the mid of the Seas, ſecures us from an eaſy and 
ſudden Invaſion of thoſe that He in wait to deſtroy. 
'Our Conſtitution is ( beyond compare) the beſt in 
the World ; wherein the Prerogatives of the Crown 
are ſufficient to make a Prince Great, and to pre- 
ſerve all the Deference that is due to Majeſty : z and 
the eie of the Subjedts, are of a due —_ 
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both as we are Reaſonable Creatures, and as we are 
Chriſtians. Neither have we been without many 


ſtrokes of Gods Afflidting Hand, we have been 


acquainted with the Calamities of War, a Raging

And tho' every Age has Crimes 
enough, and is apt to complain of it ſelf as the 
worſt, yet there is certainly a vaſt difference in 
the degrees and aggravations of Sin ;nay the very 


ſame Vices may have a. different AſpeF, from the 


way and manner of the commiſſion of them; there 
may be a ſad corruption in the Lives of Men, 
when yet they do not Glory in their Abominati- 
ons; there may be a neglect of God and his Laws, 


and yet no Burleſquing the one, or denyal of the 
being of the other; our Bleſſed Redeemer may _ 
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be Believed on as he ought, and yet not thought

an Impoſtor and the Sacred Records be unregarded, 


and yet not droll'd upon by Impious aud Impo- 
tent Wits; if a Generation or two, formerly pro- 
duc'd ſuch Meñ as Vanninus, Spinoſa,or an Hobbs; 
it was thought a Curſe and a Stain upon it; but 


to have them every where ſcattered abroad, diſ- 


perſing their Venom and Infection, and deriding 


all things Holy and Sacred; is a Monſtrous De- 


generacy, peculiar to the Age wherein we live. It 
is no wonder then, if the Juſtice of God puniſhes 
us in the moſt ſenſible manner; when, to thoſe
